Theis will be an important confer- 


ence of leading business men tonight 
at the offioe of Judge Osborne for the 
purpose of talking over the proposed 
plan for reorganizaion of the city gov- 
ernment. 
The promoters of the new 


Boheme have been -working hard on the 
measure for several weeks and nt last 
have it in shape presentable for dis- 
cussion. The Times is under obliga- 
tions to Mr. Jos.-Ooates, author of the 
measure, fcr a copy of the proposed 
act.entitled "Apian for the reorganiza- 
tion of the municipal government of 
cities of the second class, third grade 
"0," supplemental 
to title XII of 


the revised statutes of Ohio, to provide 
a more efficient government for cites 
of the second class third grade " O," and 
to amend certain sections of the revised 
statutes." 
The bill has not 
been 


hastily prepared aud shows much WOIE 
and study to have been put upon it. 
However, on discussion there will be a 
number of changes to be made and thu 
bill, as it now stands, is only prelimi 
nary to opening up tha matter. 


It provides that the legislative power 


and authority be vested in a council 
consisting of three members elected °at 
large and one member from each ward 
The term of the counailmen at large 
shall be three years and the members 
from the several -wards are to 
be 


elected for two years. 
Council shal 


organize by electing one of the three 
members at large as president. 
The 


oity olerk shall be elected by council to 
seive two years. This is the only ap 
poiptment conncil will be allowed to 
make. 


Ev&iry ordinance, resolution or order, 


after iis passage by council, shall be 
presented to the mayor for his ap- 
proval. 
If he does not approve of it 


he must return it^to council -with his 
objections. This'inust be done within 
ten days after being presented to him. 
Whan the mayor refuses to sign or ap- 
prove any measure submitted to him, 
conncil shall again take it up for recon- 
sideration, and if passed by a three- 
fourths vote of all members it shall bu 
ia force and take effect without' the ap- 
proval of the'mayor. 


The officials of the oity shall con- 


sist of a mayor, police judge and a 
treasurer, all of whom shall be chosen 
by the city.electors, 
A chief of police 


is also provided for and three members 
of a board of public affaire, 
one of 


whom shall be oity solicitor and all of 
whom shall be appointed by the mayor 
with the approval and consent of conn- 
oil. 
The mayor shall be ex-offioio, a 


member and president of the board of 
public affairs. 


The chief of police shall be appointed 


for a term of two years and shall per 
form the duties of the present city 
marshal and such othet^dnties as may 
be imposed upon him bV ordinance of 
council.. The present city marshal will 
be allowed to serve out his term. 


Members of the board of, public 


affairs, other than the mayor, shall be 
appointed for a term of three years 
each. 
Not more than two members 


shall belong to the same political party. 
One member must be an attorney at 
law and he shall be required to perform 
.the duties of city solicitor in addition 
to his other duties. 


No parson holding any federal, state, 


county or municipal office, or an em- 
ploye in any of the city departments, or 
a relative of the mayor appointing, 
shall bo eligible to appointment as a 
member of the board oE public affairs, 
and any member thereof may be re- 
moved therefrom by counsel in the 
manner prescribed by law for misfeas- 
ance, malfeasance, incompeteucy, in- 
efficiency or neglect of duty in office. 


The mayor and members of the board 


of public affairs shall receive a fixed 
compensation, not yet named, per an- 
num, payable quarterly, and no more. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
board of public affairs, ' and conncil 
shall also provide suitable quarters for 
the board. The board shall hold not 
less than four meetings a week and 
three members shall constitute a quo- 
rum. 
It shall also require three votes 


oast and recorded in favor of any reso- 
lution, order or appointment of any 
kind before it shall be valid. 


The board of public affairs shall have 


the exclusive care, management and 
control of all the property of such city 
of every kind aud dsoription and shall 
have exclusive power to construct, sup- 
ervise, clean, repair, 
grade and im- 


prove all streets, avenues, alleys, lev- 
ees, wharves, parks, market spaces, 
bridges, sewers, drains, culverts, water 
courses, sidewalks, curbs and gutters, 
and to light all such public places in 
the corporation as may be deemed nec- 
essary. 


The board shall have authority to fix 


and establish the grading of all streets, 
avenues and alleys, to provide for the 
removal of ashes and garbage, and it 
shall have the supervision and control 
of the construction, 
use, 
repairing, 


cleaning, lighting and heating of all 
public buildings and the construction 
of all the public improvements of, in, 
and to such city, and the office of street, 
commissioner in such city shall be and 
the same ia hereby abolished, provided 
that the present street 
commissioner 


may serve fpr the remainder of the 
term for which he was elected as super- 
intendent of streets, -aud under the iu- 
structions of, and tubordiuate to the 
board of pnbiip attaus. 


The board of cemetery trustees shall 


be abolished, also the hoard of hoaltli, 
and the board of public affuirs shall 
have tbo power to perform the duties 
conferred 
on said boards abolished. 


The board of water works trustees shall 
also be abolished aud the board of pub- 
lic affairs shall perform all duties per- 
taining to the water works. 


The board of public affairs shall ap- 


point a city civil engioeer to serve dur- 
ing the pleasure of the board, with 
compensation to be flxod by the board 
within the limits prescribed by council. 
He shall give bond to the satisfaction 
of the boaid. 
Tho board shall havo 


full power to employ and fix the salar- 
ies of such superintendents, engineers, 
laborers, eto , as may be needed. 
The 


board, acting with council, shall have 
charge of all improvements. 


No member of the board, or other 


person, whether in 4he employ of the 
board or otherwise, shall have power 
to create any liability on account of 
he board or the funds under its con- 
rol, except by express authority of thu 
aoarr", and at a meeting reguiaily COL- 
vened. 


No member, officer or employe r.f the 


board shall be directly or indirectly in- 
erested in any contract or work of any 
and whatever under its direction, and 
any contract or work in which any such 
jerson has an interest shall be void; 
»nd it shall be the duty of any parson 
laving knowledge or information of the 
violation of this section forthwith to 
report the facts to the board, and the 
Doard shall give reasonable notice to 
the parties interested, and at the enr- 
liest convenient day investigate the 
same and hear evidence offered on both 
sides. 
If any officer or employe of the 


boardb'e found on investigation to have 
violated any of the above provisions, 
such findings shall at once operate as 
his dismissal. 


No ordinance or resolution authoriz- 


ing any improvement shall be passed or 
franchise granted by council, unless 
upon recommendation of the board. 


Any member of the board of pnblio 


affairs may 
at any time be removed 


from office by the concurrent vote of 
two-thirds of all members of Jcounoil. 


The board shallhave full power of 


appointment and regulation of the po- 
lice system. 
Each officer of the police 


force and every appointee of the board 
in nny capacity whatever shall be an 
elector of the oity and he must be able 
to rend and write the English language 
understandingly. 
There shall be no 


appointment or removal from the force 
for political reasons. 
All appoint- 


ments on the police force shall hold 
during the pleasure of the board. 
No 


appointee shall be removed except for 
cause. 
Bond will be required for the 


faithful performance 
of duty. 
The 


police force shall consist of a chief and 
not to exceed one patrolman for each 
1,500 inhabitants. 
A reserve force is 


also provided for on the same'condi- 
tion, 
A superintendent of oity prison 


shall be appointed. 


The board of public affairs shall also 


have full 
management and control of 


;he flro department. An excutive officer 
shall be appointed by the board, to be 
Snown as the chief, who shall have ac- 
tive management of the department in 
service. 
The board shall make all ap- 


pointments, and upon the same condi- 
tions and terms as prevailng in the 
police department. 


A police judge shall be elected at the 


annual municipal election, who shall 
serve three years. He shall serve aa 
ex-officio olerk of police oonrt. A va- 
oanoy in'this office shall be filled by 
the 
governor. 
The 
compensation 


of police judge shall be fixed by ooun 
oil and the oonnty commissioners. 
He 


shall be entitled to receive such fees as 
allowed by law to justices of the peace 
His fixed salary shall not be less than 
$600 fcnor more than $1,000 in city 
oases, and for state cases a further al- 
lowance to be ma3e by Ihe comrnis- 
sioner.nofc to exceed ?200. 


The board of education shall consist 


of three members at large and one 
elected from each ward. 
The membeis 


at large shall serve three and the ward 
members two years. 
The president of 


the board shall be one of the members 
at large, and the three members at 
large shall constitute the committee on 
course of study and text booka. 


One of the very best features of the 


new scheme of reorganization provides 
that it shall be the duty of the mem- 
bers at large to elect and employ a su- 
perintendent of instruction and such 
superintendent shall, by and with the 
consent of the members at large of such 
board appoint all the teachers in the 
schools. No person shall be appointed as 
a teacher who is a relative of any of the 
three members at large.

Assembled at the Fair 


Grounds and Spent the Afternoon In a 
• Delightful Monr'er—Some Intereot- 


: 
Ing Facts In Hefureuce to the 


Fart Played by the Colored 


f eople In.Civil War. 


Like nnfco the morning, yesterday af- 


ternoon proved a beautifnl one for the 
colored people. 
At two o'clock in the 


afternoon a large crowd ot both colored 
and white people had gathered at the 
old fair grounds to listen to the exer- 
cises and to enjoy the amusements 
offered. 
" Hon. Wm. E. Boss acted aa chair- 
man of the meeting, and a splendid 
presiding officer did he make. 
The 


exercises opened with a prayer by Rev. 
Haley. 
Mayor Glidden was then in- 


troduced ftnd spoke a few words, 
thanking the committee for the honor 
conferred upon him. 


The ohoir then sang "Tramp, Tramp, 


Tramp," in a manner which showed 
their patrotio feeling, and caused the 
crowd to think of the days when the 
"boys in blue" tramped through the 
South, fighting for the Union and ab- 
olition of slavery. 


Miss Irene Scott then read the Decla- 


ration of Independence as wonld an 
elocutionist of 
the 
greatest merit. 


Judge Searl, in hia speech, compli- 
mented her in the highest terms and is- 
sued a challenge to any High school 
pupil to read it better. Miss Soott was 
cheered greatly when ahe had finished. 
• The Emancipation Proclamation was 
read by Mrs. Prank White. 
Judge 


Seiul also complimented her on the 
manner and emphasis of her delivery. 
Mrs. White was loudly cheered. 


Judge Searl was fcnen introduced and 


made a speech fnll of feeling and 
strength. 
He touched on the Declara- 


tion of Independence and told of the 
Buffering of the colored people in that 
day. 
Ho said that in the early days of 


America the North as well as trrf South 
stole slaves from Africa, but that they 
did not treat them so harshly. The 
South began the movement to emanci- 
pate the slaves, but the North .wanted 
:to go farther, and the South would not 
follow it. 
He thought the negroes 


were fit to hold the places of promi- 
nence in our lund and have now edu- 
cated themselves to do it, and intend 
to do it. 
Then the Judge went back to 


the beginning ami showed how the 
negroes descended from Ham. 
They 


then went to Africa, whore the red-hot 
sun of the African deserts tanned their 
skins black. 
He told how their being 


.made slaves did them good, for if they 


had never been slaves they wonld still 
be in darkest Africa, with no ohanoas 
of education/ In this country their 
slavery tnught them to work and when 
emancipatuci they \vero ready to receive 


' an education. 
The President besi 


tated to Rign the 
Emuuoipatiou Proc- 


lamation because be was afraid the 
white soldiers would not like to mingle 
with the negroes, but at last, in 186?, 
he signed it and gave it for publication. 
Mr. Searl wus cheered heartily. 


After a selection by tha LinoolnBrass 


baud, which , by the way, ranks second 
in the city, Mr. Patterson was iutro 
dnoed by Mr. 
Ross. 
Mr. Patterson 


made n short speech, in which he said, 
among other things, that the Union 
soldiers had met with a steady row of 
defeats until the colored people were 
admitted to their ranks, after which the 
war was brought to a close, without a 
disastrous defeat. 
Mr. Patterson also 


said that he had lived among them on 
the plantations in the South, had dealt 
with them in the North, had taught 
their children in the common schools, 
and that in whatever walk of life he 
had met them they had always proven 
v 
' themselves sincere and steady friends 
and had shown themselves to be capa- 
ble of making rapid strides in the paths 
of education and learning. He also ad- 
vanced the fact that the colored race 
had made more advancement in de- 
velopment than auy other , living or 
dead race. 


Mr. Ross made a hit in the introduc- 


tion of Mr. i'uuk. 
Ha said: "If you 


are in truublu ttud retain him he will 
get you out of trouble, but if the other 
side gets him first he will send you 
away up thur," pointing in the direc- 
tion of the O, P. 


Mr. Pnuk mude a neat speech and 


held the close attention of his listeners 
all the time. 
He said that the North- 


ern slaves acted more as domestics be- 


v cause they were not acclimated to the 


New England states. 
Slavery was an 


institution ul i'no South, and Mr. Funk 


. showed that this institution might still 


have existed if the Confederates had 
laid down their arms within the re- 
quired one hundred days. 
This they 


did not do, so they gave the colored 
race a chance to become citizens, and 
now they are voters with every right 
the white man has. 
Mr. Funk closed 


hia speech by reciting an anonymous 
poem, entitled, "The Shores of Tenn- 
essee." 


Elder Murray was then Introduced. 


He was born in Virginia and waa thir- 
teen years a slave. 
His mother was a 


slave for forty years. He remembered 
the time when bis mother used to pray 
for the day he was now celebrating and 
enjoyed. 
Mr. Murray's speech was full 


of anecdotes, many of which related to 
their bravery in the war. He showed 
that it was the colored man who shed 
•the first blood for the independence of 
the United States. Mr. Murray was a 
very pleasant ppeaker, and hia speech 
was greatly enjoyed by those present. 
He was cheered luudly and long. 


Dr. Burgess waa then introduced anc 


said he had been robbed. Funk hat 
taken hia poem, and so he was left 
without a speech. He proved by Treas 
nrer Tracy that he had been robbed 
but he made a pleasant talk in regard 


to the chances of a good education and 
good schools and "colleges for the col- 
ored people. 
He spoke of Panl Reva.re 


Donbar, a second Whitcomb Riley, as 
a coming poet.' His speech waa re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 


O. M.'Ooburn made a few remarks 


and related some of his experiences as 
a spy in the Federal service. 


Elder Gee delivered a fine talk, in 


which he quoted the Bible to show that 
all men were of the same blood. 
He 


said that every battlefield was traversed 
by colored troops and that they had en- 
tered every profession and had stayed 
there aud hud become distinguished. It 
was a strong speech and he waa ap- 
plauded vigorously. 


Treasurer Traoy and A. F. McCor- 


mick made a .faw appropriate remarks 
and were followed by Rev. Wait, of 
liarrisbarg, Pennsylvania. 
He related 


several stories and gave statistics of 
colored people in the different profes- 
sions. 
He said that the colored peo- 


ple pay taxes on $300,000,000 worth 
of property and have one and one-half 
million in the public schools. 
He said 


fnrther 
that 
there 
were 
150 col- 


leges, 600 doctors, 150 lawyers 
a countless number of preachers, 
foreign missionaries, 150 editors 
eleven men who are millionairea. 
was wildly cheered. 


Chairman Rosa then made a few 


marks and dismissed the meeting. 


There were a great many amusements 


on the grounds, among which were the 
flying-dutohman, the dancing platform 
and the baby-rack. 
Here the crowd 


spent the rest of the afternoon in enjoy- 
ing themselves. There never was a 
more orderly crowd than the one which 
gathered at the old fair grounds yester- 
day.
